Claims 1-17 are pending. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) The invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)).

Claims 4 to %8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
compound of structure II in figure 1 of Tao et al (US 5,780,653). 

In lines 37 to 62 of column 6, and line 48, column 7 to line 5, column 8 of Tao et 
al, the prior art R's group would embrace the current electron affinic groups. 

Claims 1 to 3 are allowable. 

Applicant's remarks filed on 7-12-02 had been considered. Since the court's 
decision against Tao et al is under appeal, the rejection is maintained until final court 
proceeding.
